STONES THROWN 
AT STREET CARS 


Soldiers Called Out To Guard 
Non-Union Men in 
lowa. 


Dubuque, Iowa, June 16.—A small 
crowd stoned the street cars. which re- 
sumed running with non-union men here 
today after five weeks’ idleness. 

The sheriff called out the local militia 
and soldiers were stationed at the scene 
of trouble. The cars stopped running af- 
ter dark and the soldiers marched to the 
company’s office to guard the non-union 
employees. A mob of two thousand pa- 
raded the streets. shouting derisively at 
the non-union men. Sheriff Steiner has 
explained the situation to Adjutant Gen- 
eral Byers and asked for more troops. 
The mob got beyond contro] late this 
evening ‘and surrounding the company’s 
plant broke every window in the build- 
ing with brick. A squad of police and 
militia finally dispersed the mob. 

From ihe power plant the mob marched 
to the car barns where it broke into the 
building and before the militia could reac 
the scene had wrecked the windows of aii 
the cars ad partially wrecked the cars. 
When the troops arrived the mob ceased 
the work of destruction. After lining up 
the soldiers in front of the barn, Cap- 
tain Trift addressed the mob. While he 
was speaking several bricks were thrown 
from the rear of the crowd over the 
heads of the soldiers. Trift ordered the 
soldiers to Icad and get ready to fire. 
This order awed\ the mob, which then 
dispersed.

In His Address the President Pays 
High Tribute to the University 
and the Sons of the Old 
Dominion—Daniel Lauds , 
the President. 


Charlottesville, Va.. June 16.—The Un!- 
versity of Virginia today entertained the 
president of the United States and. right 
royally the students of this historic seat 
of learning performed their duties as 
hosts. The occasion of the president's 
visit was to attend the seventy-ninth an- 
nual commencement of the university. 

Mr, Roosevelt is the third president to 
visit the university, of which Thomas 
Jefferson, whose remains lie quite close 
to the college he loved, was the founder. 
President Hayes and President Cleveland 
have enjoyed the hospitality of this truly 
southern institution and the warm wel- 
comes they received were duplicated to 
President Roosevelt today. 

The president's special train arrived to- 
day from Washington at 11:30 o’clock a. 
m. The Monticello Guards were on guerd 
at the depot and kept back the crowd 
that had assembled to see the distin- 
guished guest. Visitors have been pour- 
ing into the city since yesterday and 
the hotel rooms and teams were at a 
premium this morning. The |. president 
was heartily cheered as he stepped from 
his car. He was met by Dr. Paul Bar- 
ringer, chairman of today’s exercises, 
and a committee of alumni. The party 
was driven direct to the university, where 
the exercises were held in the public 
hall. Here the students“welcomed the 
president in true college style. 

The address before the alumni asso- 
ciation, whieh was first on the pro- 
gramme, was prepared by Judge 
W. Gordon Robertson, of Roanoke, and 
was to have been delivered by him. He, 
however, was detained at home by ill- 
ness and his address was read by Dr. 
Walton Moore, of Fairfax. Judge Mor- 
ris then, in a short speech of welcome, 
introduced the president. 

Speech of the President. 

The president said: 

“It is a dowble pleasure for me to be 
here today. In the first place because 
the University of Virginia is one among 
the limited number of institutions of 
learning to which, because of its historic 
association, every man proud of his coun- 
try and his country’s history must turn. 
in the next place, because I have just 


finished a trip across the continent, which 


at almost every step reminded me of 
some great deed done by a Virginian or 
a descendant of a Virginian in that won- 
derful..formative period, . which. hag. oc- 
cupied more than half of this republic's 
work.”’ 

The president said he would have con- 
sidered his trip incomplete if it had not 
ended with a pilgrimage to th@ University 
of Virginia. He spoke of the work of 
the early Virginians and paid a tribute 
to Lewis and Clarke, Zachary Taylor and 
Winfield Scott and other natives of the 
state who have figured prominently in 
history. 

“Virginia has. a right to be proud,’’ Ne 
said, ‘‘of the character of the public 
men whom she hag sent into public life, 
The two United Sta'tes senators from Vir- 
ginia are both graduates of the univer- 
sity, and it is a genuine pleasure to be 
brought into contact with them in han- 
dling public affairs.’’ 

The president spoke in high terms of 
the university and the work it has done, 
and said that when the white house 
was restored to its original design the 
architects came to Charlottesville and 
studied the architecture of the old build- 
ings in the university grounds to get 
the right idea. He recalled the fact that 
Edgar Allen Poe was a graduate of the 
university, as was also his friend, Thomas 
Nelson Page. He said he had called upon 
a number of University of Virginia men 
to fill public offices and that they had 
never failed him. ” 


Daniel Lauds Roosevelt. 


The president closed his address with 
a few remarks on the duties of good citi- 
zenship, applied more particularly to the 
college man, and said that every man 
to be honest to his alma mater ‘must 
work his hardest to make a place for 
himself in the world. 

Att the conclusion of the president's 
speech the audience called on Senator 
Daniel. The senator declined to make 
a speech after the “‘wonderful and- mas- 
terful address which the president had 
just delivered.” He said that “if the 
president had stopped at San Juan hill 
and made his speech to the Spaniards 
every- man of them would have surren- 
dered.”’ 

The various medals were then delivered 
to the fortunate students and luncheon 
was served in the gymnasium, Judge 
R. T. W. Duke, of Charlottesville, pre- 
sided as toastmaster and introduced the 
president, who responded to the toast, 
“The United States.” After luncheon the 
party visited Monticello, the home of 
Thomas Jefferson, where they were en- 
tertained at the home of M. Levy, of 
New York, who owns the place. He and 
Mrs. RooseveM rode there on horseback 
and other members of the party went in 
carriages. 

United States and Foreign Affairs. 


In his address at the gymnasium the 
president said in part: 

“I want to say just a word to you in 
reference to our foreign relations. I want 
the United §tates to conduct itself in 
foreign affairs as you of Virginia believe 
a private gentleman should conduct’ him- 
self among his followers. (Applause.) 

“IT ask that we handle ourselves with a 
view never to wronging the weak, and 
never to submitting to injury from the 
strong. (Applause.) Another thing, a 
gentleman does not boast, bluster, bully; 
he does not insult others. I do not wish 
us ever, as a nation, to take a position 
from which we have to retreat. Do not 
let us assume any position unless we are 
prepared to say that we have got to keep 
it. (Applause.) 

“The navy that won the battle of Ma-

Adverse to King Peter.

The government de- 
clares that the number of its members, 
twenty-four, would entail too great a 
cost on the country in the way of trav- 
eling expenses; but the real reason of the 
delay in its departure is that the govern- 
ment found some @f its members to be 
adverse to King Peter. Now that the 
ministry hag cut eff their traveling ex- 
penses, their desire to make the journey 
will be greatly diminished and the dele- 
gation will probably consist of a dozen 
members at the most. 

Inquiries in official circles everywhere 
elicit the assurance that the people are 
delighted with the action of the govern- 
ment, but conversations overheard in 
public places indicate that the people, es- 
pecially those living outsidé the capital, 
know little and care little about the trend 
of national politics, -

Sa- 
lutes were fired, bells were rung and 
bands paraded the town, which was be- 
flagged and illuminated. Prince Nicholas 
made a speech to’ an immense crowd, 
extolling the virtues and bravery of the 
illustrious ancestors of King Peter and 
at the sume time condemning the manner 
in which King Alexander was assasi- 
nated.

BY WAGON LOADS

to the upper stories, the house being 
carried down the creek three-quarters of 
a mile, 
Holding Wife on Roof. 

‘“‘When_ reached by rescuers they found 
that the house had been cut in two and 
Mr. Conyer was standing in water up 
to his neck holding his wife upon the 
roof and keeping her from slipping with 
his outstretched arm. Mr. McSward and 
J. Ayers, who were living in the.same 


residence, were drowned. Oscar Miner's 
house™was next demolished and Mrs. 
Miner drowned. The rest of the family 
succeeded in saving their lives by cling- 
ing to the roof. All the Wells family 
but two were lost and the house car- 
ried away. With the Wells residence 
went the house of George Swagd@ert. Mr. 
Swaggert’s two married daughters were 
‘drowned and their five children. Mrs. 
Mallory was carried 10 yards and was 
found lodged against a store and Mr. 
Mallory, a crippled old man, was found 
safe, holding a baby. Jim. Matiock’s 
house was next. Mr. Matlock was 
drowned, but his family was saved. Dr. 
Higg’s house also went, Here one: child 
was drowned, but the rest of the family 
éseaped. Mrs. Elder’ ‘was drowned in 
jher residence. The houses of Mr. Boyd 
and Mr. Waiton were also destroyed and 
both families lost. 

“Perhaps the greatest loss of life oc- 
curred at the Heppner hotel. The hotel 
which was run under the management 
of Jones & Ashbaugh was carried away. 
It is supposed that there was about fifty 
guests in this hotel, all of whom are 
reported to be lost. The proprietors 
themselves were saved, but their families 
are among the dead. 

“The houses of Ben Patterson, Mr. 
Dunn and Mr. Noble were entirely demol- 
ished and all persons in these families 
drowned, as were the families of James 
Jones and Henry Blair. The barn of Dr. 
Swineburne and the big livery stables of 
Whytes & Meadows were entirely de- 
stroyed. E. J. Farnsworth and Philip Co- 
hen were also drowned. The entire resi- 
dence portion of Heppner was destroyed, 
but the “business houses, being on higher 
ground and built of brick and stone, were 
not so Ladly damaged. The school house 
and court house, which stand on a side 
hill, were saved, but two churches, the 
.Methodist and Presbyterian, were coun, 
pletely. wrecked. 


To Dynamite the Debris. 

“Around the depot the rising water left 
great heaps of driftwood piled higher 
than the roof of the station and the res- 
cuing parties were forced to demolish the 
pyramids with dynamite in order to ex- 
tricate persons who were buried under- 
neath. Many of the-drowned bodies were 
carried by the rushing waters down the 
valley.’’ 

No systematic effort has as yet been 
made to find the dead, who are undoubt- 
fedly strewn along the canyon. Every 
available man from a radius of sixty-five 


miles has beens pressed into service at 
Heppner itself. Gangs of men are at 


work clearing away the piles of debr'- 
rocks and timbers which lie piled in heaps 
in Heppner’s streets and taking out the 
corpses which lie concealed in the debris. 
Owing to the entire absence of proper 
facilities for caring for the dead, the vic- 
tims of the flood were for the most part 
interred in common crates. 

A relief train sent from The Dalles 
reached Iotte last night and will proceed 
to Heppner as soon as passible.

SCHWAB’S OFFER 
OF $20,000,000 


He Seems To Be Hedging 
on the Shipbuilding 
Deal. 


‘New York, June 16.—Charles M. 
Schwab's offer to take back the Bethle- 
hem steel works and to surrender $10,000,- 
000 of bonds and $10,000,000 of each kind 
of stock of the United States Shipbuild- 
ing Company was replied to tonight by 
Samuel Untermeyer and his associates in 
a letter addressed to Mr. Schwab. 

In his letter Mr. Untermeyer says in 
part: 

“Your letter will be promptly placed in 
the hands of the bondholders’ protective 
committee, now forming, and on the ap- 
pointment of a receiver he will be urged 
to present it for the immediate and fa- 
vorable consideration of the court. The 
desired result could in that way be ac- 
companied with the least delay.’ 


0 Old Siege Gun. 


South Africa: The gun made and used 
in Mafeking during the siege of that town 
in the recent South African war, and de- 
posited by the king in the Royal United 
Service Institution mus¢um, has had the 
following description attached to it: 

“This gun was made in the ‘railway 
workshops in Mafeking during the siege. 
The core is a steel steam pipe, round 
which were lapped bars of jron, which 
are hammered and turned into their pres- 
ent condition. The trunnions and breech 
are castings of brass. For the castings 
a blast furnace was improvised out of an 
iron water tank lined with fire bricks, 
the draught being forced through the pipe 
of a vacuum brake off a railway carriage. 
The shells for the guns were similarly 
cast, and were loaded with powder, and 
exploded by a slow match which was 
ignited by the flame of the discharge. The 
powder was also manufactured in Mafe- 
king. On one occasion the breech biew 
out, and was repaired and fixed with 
the stout fron holdingbands, which may 
be - seen connecting the breech to the 
trunnion-block. The gun was made by 
Mr. Cogien, of the railway works, under 
the supervision of Major Panzera, British 
South Africa police, who commanded the 
artillery of the defense. It was mount- 
ed by Mr. Gerrans, the well known wag- 
on builder in Mafeking, on the wheels of 
a thrashing maching, It was named 
‘The Wolf,’ after Colonel Baden-Powell, 
whose nickname this was among the 
people of the north.

Ewen’s hotel. The foreman said no ev!- 
dence was round against Joseph Crawford 
and Edward Thorpe and it had been de- 
cided to order their release. Crawford 
and Thorpe thereupon were liberated. 
Ewen hassleft the camp and gone out of 
town. The grand jury was not dis- 
missed. 

John Smith testified that he was 18 feet 
from the court house door and saw White 
come across the street toward the Hergis 
store, saw Ewen run and Marcum. ‘Be 
saw Jett about ten secogds before the 
shots were fired. He was looking at Mar- 
cum and Ewen when the first shot was 
fired. Ewen did not look back. Smith is 
one of the men that Marcum said was in 
the plot to assassinate him. 


Feud Leader Hargis on Stand. 

County Judge James Hargis, an uncle 
of Jett, and the reputed head of the Har- 
gis faction, was called. Hargis stated 
that he was inside his store when Marcum 
was killed. He saw White walk out of the 
court house door and was one-third of 
the way across the street when the first 
shot was fired. 

“When I heard the first shot fired I 
saw Ewen pitch out of the door and run. 
I then saw Marcum fall. I came to the 
door hurriedly. I saw Judge Bianton ap- 
proach the wounded man. I saw Curt Jett 
approaching the scene of the tragedy. My 
recollection ig that I saw Wr. Kash ap- 
proaching about the time ‘the last eho? 
was fired; I am not certain as to the 
exact time. 

‘““Lige Noble was in my store and Sheriff 
Ed Callahan wag also in the store. I was 
looking toward the court house when the 
shot was fired. I did not see Ewen look 
in the hall when the first shot was fired. 
After the killing I sent for Ewen, or Cal- 
lahan sent for him.”’ 

Hargis stated that he did not know who 
killed Marcum, as he was not “in range 
with the hall.” In response to interro- 
gation, Margis explained several possible 
exits by which an assassin might have 
escaped from the court house.

Prosecutor 
Byrd seemed satisfied with the rigid 
cross examination under which the wit- 
nesses for the defense who were 80 pe- 
culiarly unanimoug in their testimony 
had been put. It is the popular opiniog 
that the exactness with which Jeit was 
located on a corner by witnesses for 
the defense, who saw little else to re- 
late, was damaging to his case. An ac- 
quittal would be a surprise, but the 
general belief of those who have watched 
the case and are acquainted with 
conditions are of opinion that a 
hung jury is the most reason- 
able forecast.

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CANAL TREATY. SEEMS DOOMED. 


Not Believed That Colombia Will 
Ratify Convention. 
Washington, June 16.—Additional advices 
coming to the state department from va- 
rious sources respecting the prospects of 
ratification of the Panama canal treaty 
by Colombia continues to be so conflicting 
as to leave the officials here in doubt 
as to the outcome. It is believed, how- 
ever, that the weight of opinion in Co- 

lombia is adverse to ratification. 

The sentiment favoring. ratification 
seems to be confined principally to the 
three provinces of Panama, Cauca and 
Antiquois, which make up the Isthmus 
of Panama proper. The states in the 
interjor of the country which would not 
be directly benefited by the development 
of the isthmian trade show signs of in- 
creasing opposition. 


MORE THAN A SCORE INJURED. 


Three Electric Car Collisions Occur in 
New York. 

New York, June 16.—Three electric car 
collisions occurred today-in as many dif- 
ferent parts of Greater New York in 
which more than a score of persons were 
injured, one of them probably fatally. In 
the Williamsburg section of Brooklyn, a 
Broadway car ctashed into a truck, 
throwing tme driver and several other mén 
into the street. The drivér is fatally in- 
jured. Five other men were seriously 


hurt.

mass in its moral nature. 

“The advancement will consist in ele- 
vating the masses of humanity by a wider 
distribution of moral leaven, and main- 
taining that Muication in its best sense is 
a means to an end. The nourishment 
of the soul rather than the body, the 
rreparation of men for their duties to 
government, where they are the law 
makers, that they make wise ones, where 
they obey laws, that they obey wisely. 
That he is a link in one long chain of hu- 
rranity, that he owes to fits preservation 
the highest duty and care to strengthen 
rather than to weaken. Let us examine 
some of the conditions of every day life 
and say whether or not there is truth tn 
the demand for more character in some 
of the relations of life. Go into a store 
In. our country and make a-purchase and 
when the clerk who serves you opens 
the caSh drawer to deposit what you 
have paid him a bell rings. Get on a 
street car and the conductor takes your 
fare, rings a bell, recording the amount 
of’the fare collected. Receive a check 
and the amount in figures is usually 
punched into the paper. Walk into a 
bank and men peep through iron bars at 
you. No man is surprised by it nor pro-* 
tests against it. Yet the iron tongue of 
the cash drawer bell cries thief, the 
clangor of the car dialecries thief, the 
ciick of the vault lock cries thief, the 
challenge is universal. to the honesty of 
rnen. It is one of the many phenomena 
tending to show the trend of our civiliza- 
tion and to indicate the application of 
rooral remedies for its cure.’’ 

Mr: Howard then went into an elaborate 
review of the many frauds in business life 
anc'in governmental] affairs, and contenc- 
ed that the only way in which they 
might be eradicated was through the ele- 
vation of the character of the people. 
Continuing, he said: , 

“Any government in which character is 
Ceveloped may confidently hope to solve 
any problem that rapidly changing everts 
may present. ‘Nationall problems are 
made by men, they do not originate be- 
yond the bounds of the head or the heart 
and they never become pressing until 
they have ‘been widely adopted and the 
intelligence of the country is always ade- 
cuate to their comprehension; when com- 
prehended .the next step is.action, wise 
ection, and wise action is right action. I 
am not impractical enough to contend 
that right action can be applied always 
in its entirety. But if the first step be 
nightly taken the ext is easy. I@ is 
d'ficult to correct error, but not so diffi- 
cult to follow up right. Right has a way 
of smoothing its own: path as virtue 
trings its own reward. The great value 
of character in the problem of civiliza- 
tion lies in the fact that it deals with the 
individual, it develops in the man, is his 
own, and cannot be taken from him by 
any form or defamation. Of intellectual 
power he needs only enough to see his 
own prejudices, that means to distinguisa 
right from wrong in himself, because 
unless @ man can know when he is him- 
self right he can never know, with cer- 
tainty, that another is. He must be able 
to lift the veil of self-love from his eyes 
cr he will never see another aright. A 
food man needs sympathy and gives sym- 
pathy, therein he differs from a selfish 
one. The selfish man needs and likes it 
but cannot give it. You can comman1 
the admiration of men with the intellect, 
but not their love. Your neighbor, if he 
is a selfish man, will not be neighbor:y 
unless you entice him with sympathy. If 
you cannot make your neighbor truly 
neighborly you will never rnf&ke the 
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stranger so. If the pebble cast into the 
lake does not wave the water where it 
enters there will be no wavelets beyond. 
Every man’s heart has the quality of vi- 
bration if only you can set in motion, 
and whoever touches it with sympathy 
will catch what melody his soul has. Sym- 
pathy is the voice, the hand of love, and 
love is the beattitude of unselfishness. Do 
not be misguided about these terms, they 
are too strong or too weak, friendship is 
no substitute for them, but is only a re- 
lation between two persons which facili- 
tates the receiving and the giving of syn.- 
pathy. 

“Every good man has the opportunity 
of the greatest usefulness and herein lies. 


the hopefulness of character in our civili-| 


zation. 

“Let me quote from an Englishman, 
the friendliest observer America has ever 
hed, James Bryce. ‘Writing in his Ameri- 
can Commonwealth, he says: ‘There is a 
street in Florence on whch stand 
statues of famous Florintines -of the 
fourteenth and fifteenth centuries. Dante, 
Giotto, Petrarch, Boccaccio, Ghilbertt. 
Machiavelli, Michael Angelo and.others3 
scarcely lees illustrious, all natives of the 
little city which in their days had never 
a population of more than 70,000 souls. 
Why did the succession of greatness stop 
with the beginning of the sixteenth con 
tury and has never been resumed? These 
questions substatially arise in the mind 
in reading the history of other countries. 
VWhy did England produce no first-rate 
poet in the two stirring centuries between 
Chaucer and Shakespeare, and again in 
the century and a half between Milton’s 
birth and Wordsworth? Why have epochs 
of comparative sterility more than once 
fallen upon France and Germany? Why 
does the scepter of intellectual and artis- 
tic leadership pass now to one great na- 
tion, now to another, inconstant ‘and un- 


‘predictable as are the shifting winds? 


“These questions touch the deepest and 
most complex problems of history ani 
neither historian nor psychologist has yet 
been able to throw any real light upon 
them. Now then to the young man who 
siands upon the threshold of life and in 
the buoyancy of his youth feels the thrill 
of mighty endeavor tingling in:his blood, 
If ;erchance yours is not the lot of genius 
should you count ‘ife a disappointmént 
anc yourself a failure? If you aTre not to 
Le great you may be useful. You cannvt 
make yourself great, you cannot add one 
cubit to your height, but the possibilities 
ef usefulness are unlimited in all the 
walks of life ‘Nobody is ever in any- 
bedy’s else’s way in being good and in 
doing good. Do not despise this virtue. 
Eeing good in the bud, doing good in the 
flower, which is put forth from the tree 
of character. Wateg its roots with truth 
and the sweet odors of justice will ex- 
hale from the bloom, for justice is truth 
in action. Tended with unselfishness and 
the heart will suffuse it with the richest 
tints of love, guard it with fidelity and ‘t 
will endure as the cedars of Lebanon.”’

Press Must Pay Rent. 

The board of frustees at their session 
this morning settled the matter of the 
status of the University Press, a corpora- 
tion doing business on the campus, about 
which there has been more or less com- 
ment in the past few months relative to 
their coming into competition with other 
jut printing offices in Athens. 

The trustees took the following action 
on this matter: That the tender of the 
press at par, which tender is repeated in 
a communication handed to the commit- 
tee and submitted with this report, be 
considered at the next annual meeting 
cf the board, should the board then have 
funds for the purpose and should then 
regard the ownership of the press as de- 
sirable. That until this purchase a rea- 
sonable rent be charged the press for the 
use of the rooms occupied. That we com- 
mend the policy of not seeking outside or 
commercial work by the managers of the 
press and think it expedient that, so fan 
ag practicable, the press avoid competi- 
tion with other printing establishments 


ag to such work. 

The trustees have decided to purchase 
additional land adjoining the university 
farm and to purchase a considerable 
amount of néw equipment for the farm 
as well as live stock; also to build an 
extra house there and to make improve- 
ments that will cost at least $3,000. The 
trustees are making successful efforts io 
greatly improve the agricultural depart- 
ment of the university. 

The trustees have withdrawn their in- 
vitation to the different branch colleges 
to send representatives here, each com- 
mencement to speak from the chapel 
stage. This|was done in order to shorten 
the commencement exercises and not as 
some may suppose to keep the girls froin 
appearing on the university stage.

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Redmond Warns Government 
That It Must Deal Fairly 
. on Land Bill. 


n, June 6—On the resumption of 
the: debate on the Irish land bill in the 
house of commons today the amendment 
of John Redmond, the Irish leader. which 
seeks to ebolish the minimum prie at 
which the landlord may gell, even though 
the landlord and tenent might agree on 
a lower price, was discussed. . 

Chief Irish Secretary Wyndham de- 
clared that he considered that limits on 
bargains were essential precautions. He 
was unable to accept Mr. Redmond’s 
propozal to raise the minimum reduction. 

Mr. Redmond expressed regret at Mr. 
Wvyndham’'s decision and said that if the 
amendment was not accepted by the gov- 
ernment he was ,afraid they had arrived 
at the parting of the ways. The nation- 
alists must stand by the amendment and 
there must be time taken for the con- 
sideration of this point by the govern- 
ment, otherwise 9 of the Irish members 
would be found tn the lobby against the 
government. Irish opinion was united 
and if no concession was made it would 
be “impossible for the Irish members 
to report the bill as acceptable to the 
Irish people. 

Timothy Healy, nationalist, suggested 
that the government might get out of 
the entanglement by bestowing largest 
discretionary powers on the estate com- 
missioners, 

John Morley, liberal, who said he fear- 
ed the bi was in great peril, complained 
of Mr. Wyndham’s attitude. He said the 
English and Scotch members would only 
support the bili so long as it was ac- 
ceptable to all the Iri?h representatives. 

Mr. Wyndham said he realized the 
gravity of the situation, but the mini- 
mum reductions must remain 10 and 4 
per cent respectively. He was ready to 
consider an amendment affecting non- 
judicial tenancleys. 

Mr. Redmond retorted that this was 
no concession whatever, as the bulk of 
the tenants were judicial tenants.

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English Mill Owners Alarmed. 
English cotton mill owners are be- 
ginning to calculate how far ahead 
of them is their finish. At a meeting 
in Liverpool recently the chairman an- 
nounced to his colleagues that “Amer- 
ica is growing in population at an 
enormous rate, taking an average of 
half a million cotton goods users from 
Europe every year, and the time is 
coming when the United States will 
probably require all the cotton she can 
produce for herself.” 

It is not strange that our English 
cousins are beginning .o sit up and 
take notice of the increased American 
consumption of cotton. The -growth 
of our southern cotton mills is of itself 
a fact sufficient to warn them that 
the words of the mill owner above 
quoted are fully warranted. 

In 1892-93 we raised 7,140,867 bales 
of cotton and exported to Europe 
4,356,790 bales, or something more 
than three-fifths of the crop. In 1896 
we began to decrease our exports of 
cotton and in 1899-1900 we retained 
for home consumption nearly four-and- 
one-half-tenths of the crop of .10,000,- 
000 bales. As our average crop for 
eight years has been 7,286,825 bales, it 
can be seen that if our mills do not 
decrease their demands materially 
we are now using nearly two-thirds of 
our production. 

Our immigration for the last decade 

vas 3,844,420—equal to one-tenth of 
the population of the United Kingdom 
—and this means an annual diminu- 
tion of European cotton goods markets 
equal to two-thirds of a million pur- 
chasers annually. No wonder our 
British competitors are beginning to 
feel the pinch of our home progress in 
cotton milling and invasion of the mar- 
kets where cotton goods are staples of 
merchandise. 
What we need to do in the south is 
to keep right on pooling our capital 
in the building of cotton mills. Fluc- 
tuations ‘n prices of the staple will 
continue so long as our raw surplus 
is marketed in Europe and priced for 
us by the Liverpool’ exchange. But 
when our population catches up, as it 
soon will, to the measures of our cot- 
ton crops and the capacity of our 
mills to take it here at home, there 
will be no surplus for Liverpool to jug- 
gle with and the price-fixing boots for 
cotton and cotton goods will be on the 
legs of Uncle Sam. His legs are in 
the south so far as his cotton inter- 
ests are concerned and it is our duty 
to ourselves to pull ’em for all they 
are worth!

The Irrigation Graft. 

By an act of congress passed at the 
last session the government of the 
United States undertakes to spend all 
the moneys received from the sale of 
public lands in thirteen states and 
three territories of the west and north- 
west as a “reclamation fund” to irri- 
gate the arid lands of those commu- 
nities. 

That is to say, that all the moneys 
paid by settlers on homestead and oth- 
er claims in those states is to be turn- 
ed back at once inte artificial schemes 
for making the lands productive to 
their owners. This is paternalism in 
a large and amazing fashion. But it 
is sought to be justified by the general 
welfare that will accrue to the nation 
by converting grazing lands into pro- 
ductive farms and on the plea that by 
thus making lands now worth $3 per 
acre worth $60 to $100 per acre their 
holders will be glad to reimburse the 
“reclamation fund” at the rate of, say, 
$15 per acre in ten annual install- 
ments! 

Yet this circular form of reasoning 
the plan does not get rid of the fact 
that the public lands belong to all of 
the people of the union, all of the 
States being their owners, and that 
tnese are forced by this law to lend 
their capital without interest for long 
-erms of years to those who are get- 
ting homes and fortunes for a mere 
song. 

We can see no possible justification 
for this partial and paternal} legislation 
and its repeal should be fought for by' 
every fair-minded and honest member 
of the national congress. 

What more right has California and 
Nebraska to this bounty than has the 
people of Massachusetts, whose farms 
in the hills are sterile and bunched for 
sale at any old price in a state house 
department in Boston, called the. “Bu- 
reau of Abandoned Farms.” 

What better right has Kansas and 
Montana, already rich in crops and 
mine products, to this largess than 
Georgia and Alabama, whose farms 
need annual fertilization tr produce

In very truth, therefore, we wish to 
assure him ’pon honor that we are liv- 
ing right up to those amendments as 
far as they have been interpreted and 
construed by the supreme court of the 
United States. We have great rever- 
ence, much more than Friend Rose- 
water, it would seem, for the rulings 
of that august tribunal and will adjust 
our methods to their decisions when- 
ever affected by them. 

It grieves us much to note so many 
evidences of a desire among the Rose 
waters of the north to repeat their 
Dred Scott antics over the solemnly 
reasoned decisions of their own repub- 
lican supreme court.

At the same time the south is not 
worrying about the threats contained 
in the Ohio platform or in The Omaha 
Bee. We are going ahead with honest 
methods to insure the public tranquil- 
ity and-establish progressive govern- 
ments that will wrong no honest man 
by depriving him unjustly of his rights 
to life, liberty and the pursuit of hap- 
piness. So far as the negro is con- 
cerned he ig an equal beneficiary in 
thoge things. The supreme court has 
not found otherwise. 

We may also remark that the Ne- 
braska statute which permits “an alien 
who has d clared intention” to become 
a citizen of the United S‘ates “thirty 
days before election” to vote in that 
state needs to be construed by the su- 
preme court. As it now stands it is 
directly obnoxious to the first section 
of the fourteen amendment, which 
requires persons to be born or nat- 
uralized in the United States in order 
to be “citizens of the United States 
and of the state in which they reside.” 
Friend Rosewater may well tackle this 
problem of why persons who are not 
citizens are allowed to vote for presi- 
dent, governor, etc., in Nebraska?

A Wrong Interpretation. 

Some of our Georgia state troops 
show a hesitancy to identify them- 
selves with the reorganized line troops 
of the state, having the idea that* the 
Diek bill puts the militia under the 
command of the president of the Unit- 
ed States and so practically national- 
izes them. 

That is an error and the adjutant 
general’s office at Washington so de- 
clares it. When the state troops are 
called to encampment, inspection or 
instruction, they are not “called forth” 
by the president under the conditions 
which the constitution of the: United 
States establishes. They are state 
troops under the orders and command 
of the governor, who is commander in ‘ 
chief of the militia of the state. This 
status is not changed by th> Dick bill 
until a constitutional demand is made 
on the governor to furnish a certain 
quota of men from his state for na- 
tional service. 

Therefore none of our Georgia or- 
ganizations need fear to enroll them- 
selves with the organized troops of the 
state because of the fear above men- 
tioned.

AS TO CHATTEL SLAVERY. 


The Truth of History Stated by Jef- 
freson Davis. 

Editor Constitution: The truth of his- 
tory was very correctly and very apt- 
ly stated in the editorial in The Consti- 
tution of the 13th instant referring to the 
statement by The Chicago Chronicle that, 
in the southern states “‘the negre was for 
generations a mere chattel over whom the 
master exercised the power of life or 
death, and who had no right of trial by 


You are correct, too, in thinking. that! 
it is pure ignorgnce that leads many 
northema writers to make statements of 
this sort. The ignorance among the peo- 
ple of the north—the educated as well as 
the uneducated—about almost everything 
relatingk to the south is great and well- 
nigh universal, and upon no subject is 
it more widespread apd apparently in- 
eradicable than that of the ‘relations be- 
tween the races in the days before the 
war between the states. 

This ignorance arises from the fact that 
those people read nothing upon that sub- 
ject that does not emanate from unin- 
formed, misinformed and _ prejudiced 
sources, And as it is a lamentable fact 
that it is from similar sources that the 
people of the south have, so largely, 
than a third of a century, it is not

“Dear Sir: Accept my thanks for a 
marked copy of your paper of the 9th 
instant. I have read the article on the 
‘True Southern Character’ with much 
gratification, but I wish respectfully to 
point out to you what | consider an er- 
ror, and one from which most evil conse- 
quences have flowed. I refer to the sen- 
tence in which you announce yourself as 
‘one who always was inherently and vital- 
ly opposed to chattel slavery.’ 

“Chattel slavery never existed in- this 
country. Local legislation recognized the 
right to the service or labor of African 
slaves, and this right was guaranteed in 
the constitution to form the union of 
states, binding persons outside of the lim- 
its of the local law to restore a fugitive 
slave on demand of the owner. Ii is true 
that this right to the service or labor ex- | 
tended to the power to transfer the slave 
by sale, but the laws of all the states 
protected the life and person of the slave, 
So as to make it a crime to kill or 
maim a slave punishable as in like case 
of a white man. The slaves were, there- 
fore, not chattels, but property to the 
extent, of life-long right to their seryice 
or labor. There is so much in your arti- 
cle to commend, and the spirit with which 
it is written is so truly southern, that 
I -have been prompted to depart from 
my habit in thus treating of a political 
question.

THE PASSING THRONG. 


James Lavin, an old Georgia boy and a 
native of Savannah, was an Atlanta vis- 
itor yesterday. Mr. Lavin now makes 
his home in Seattie, Wash., where he is 
one of Uncle Sam's agents with the in- 
spection of immigrants as his special 
care. 

“It sure is mighty fine to get back 
to dear old Georgia,” he said, “and I 
reckon it’s pretty much true that once 
a Georgian always a Georgian, But the 
northwest is a great country and I have 
been particularly impressed during my 
stay there with the lange number of 
southern people I have met. I suppose 
I have met more Virginians than natives 
of any other state, but I have become 
acquainted with quite enough native 
Georgians to make me feel very much at 
home from the very first. 

“During my visit the terrible disasters, 
both at Gainesville and Spartanburg, have 
occurred. And now, comes the news of 
another cloudburst near my adopted 
home, that of the terrible flood in Oregon. 
I don’t suppose any of us can tell why. 
‘euch terrfble visitetions dre sent, but in 
reading the papers I couldn’t help notic- 
ing how great sorrows seem to strengthen 
the ties of union between all sections. 
With the first news of the disasters in 
the south the men of the north were 
immediately on thelr feet with their 
hands in their pockets. And I know 
that if it is shown that the poor vic- 
tims in Oregon are in need of help it will 
be Atlanta, Georgia and the entire south 
that will be among the first to hurry to 
her aid. 

“As to my work in the interests of the 
government, it has mostly to do with 
Chinamen. The people in the south have 
the negro problem cenfronting them for 
solution. Those in the far west have that 
of cheap Chinese labor. No one here 
can fully appreciate the immensity of 
this problem who has not carefully 
studied the matter on its native heath, 


ple perhaps did not stop to consider 
that a Chinaman can Mive very hand- 
somely on 5 or 10 centg a day and save 
the balance of his wagés as a laborer 
until he has saved enough to carry the 
entire sum back to China to live in com- 
fort for the rest of his life and leave 
the rest to his children. 

“But I think the people of the south 
are far more charitable than any other 
section of the country—for obvious rea- 
sons—and they will leave the solution of 
the Chinese cheap labor problem to the 
people in that part of the land where kK 
exists.’’

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Testimony Introduced Alleging 


Gross Negligence on Part of 
County Physician—Dr. Wor-. 
sham Claims Duties 
Are Too Heavy.

Censtitution Bureau, 467 Second Street, 
Macon, Ga., June 16.—(Special.)—The 
county commissioners. were in session 
morning and afternoon today. During 
the morning session the charges against 
Pr. Worsham, county physician, made 
hy the grand jury, were investigated. 

A number of witnesses wereepfesented 
who informed the board of Dr. Wor- 
sham’s ability‘and short comings as they 
saw it. 

In the afternoon the board was in ex- 
ecutive session, but what transpired is 
not known. It is given out, howevet, 
that the charges against Dr. Worsham 
went over until tomorrow. 

Before the county commissioners, there 
was a large crowd when the investiga- 
tion began. Overseer Watson was first 
upon the stand and within a few minutes 
it was apparent to the aduience that no 
love had been lost between the overseer 
and the county physician. 

According to Dr. Worsham's claimg the 
overseer had not been in the habit of in- 
forming the doctor that his services were 
wanted. The stiperintendent openly as- 
serted that Dr. Worsham had failed to 
visit the sick wards daily as the govern- 
ing rules provide. He asserted that in 
many instances wards in the hospital de- 
partment had not been visited for weeks 
and that the beds of the sick consequent- 
ly had become unclean. 

He asserted that patients who cuuld 
visit the home office never failed to get 
medicine while those unable to leave 
their beds did not fare so well. citing an 
instance the superintendent asserted that 
Will Oliver had been brought to the home 
with a fraotured leg and that fifteen 
months Jater a piece.of bone was re- 
moved at the city hospital because the 
fractured leg had not received attention. 

Oliver, before the county commission- 
ers, asserted that he had pleaded with Dr. 
Worsham for treatment, but had been 
put off from day to day.

AT NEAR THE TOP PRICE 


September Closing 1 3-8c Higher. 
Wheat Was Unchanged—Oats 
Closed 3-8 to 1-2c Higher 
and Provisions from

Chicago, June 16.—The feature in the 
grain trade today was the sharp ad- 
vance in the price of corn under the 
influence of bullish crop advices, Sep- 
tember closing 1 3-8c higher. September 
oats were 3-8@1-2c higher, but wheat was 
unchanged with provisions from 2 1-2@5c 
higher. 

Wheat ruled quiet and about steady 
the greater part of the day. The open- 
ing was a trifle easier on indifferent 
cables, excellent weather and bearish 
crop advices from France and Russia, 
finally being a shade lower to a shade 
higher at 75 7-8@76c and September un- 
changed to 1-8c lower at 73 3-8@73 1-2c to 
73 1-2@73 5-8c. Good selling by prominent 
operators on the more favorable crop 
advices, both at home and abroad, to- 
gether. with selling by St. Louis and 
the northwest, had a weakening ten- 
dency, and prices gradually yielded, July 
déclining to 75 5-8c after touching 76 1-8c 
soon after the opening, while September 
sold off to 78 1-8c.

COTTON DAMAGED BY COLD. 


Reports from Georgia Section Show 
- Week Just Ended To Have 
Been Unfavorable. 

Following is the Georgia crop report 
for the week ending June 15, sent out by 
the Atlanta office of the United States 

weather bureau: 

“The weather conditions during the 
early part of the week were generally 
favorable for growth and cultivation of 
crops. The latter part of the week was 
wet and abnormally cool. The minimum 
temperature for the 13th was below 50 
degrees over the major portion of the 
northern half of the state. Excessive 
rains in numerous sections, low tem- 
perature and scarcity of labor, were very 
detrimental] features, especially to cot- 
ton. The latter continues very small for 
the season, is infested with weeds and 
grass, and is at least three weeks later 
than usual. Complaints of damage by 
lice are increasing slightly, but are not 
general. A few scattered blooms have 
appeared in extreme southern districts. 

“Corn is small, but improving. MHar- 
vesting of wheat is nearing completion, 
Fall oats yielded 
well, but spring oats are mostly a iailure. 
Melons are late and inferior; cane and 
sweet potatoes fine. Tobacco plants are 


undersized, but are making good 
progress. The prospect for peaches re- 
mau%s pracucauy unNchangeu, a short 
crop being expected.’

LEPER SsTATIONS IN INDIA. 


Methods Used by English Govern- 
ment in Caring for we Sufferers. 


Léndon Times: ‘he annual meeting in 
conneculon with the mission to lepers was 
heid at kxeter hall, London, tne other 
uay, Sir A. Wingate pfesiding. ‘ine mis- 
sion aims at not oniy converung lepers to 
Christianity, but at reueving cheir suf- 
terings anu providing tor iheir simpie 
wanis. ‘the twenty-eighth annual report 
shows that the work is carried on in con- 
nection with the numerous denomina- 
tional societies at fifty-four stations in 
india, Burmah and Ceylon, and eieven 
in China, Japan and Sumatra. Neariy 
half of these hospitals or asylums are 


wholly maintaige? uy this mission, and 
the total incluues twenty-nine homes for, 


the untainted children of lepers, while in 


addition fitteen government or municipal 


asylums are open to the mission for re- 
ligious teaching. The inmates of the so- 
ciety’s institutions, and of those aided by 
it, number about 6,420, including 570 un- 
tainted and 270 leper children. About 2,500 
According tv 
the committee there is great need fon 
central] home for European lepers in 
some healthy situation in India. The so- 
ciety’s income last year was £21,395, the 
increase of £27,297 being chiefly caused 
by legacies. The expenditure was £15,- 
Many of the provincial governments 
now aid the work, and the committee 
hope that before long all the mission's 
institutions will be receiving substantial 
help from such sources. The Bengal au- 
thorities now propose to add a govern- 
ment side to the society's Purulia asylum 
and to place the whole under the mis- 
sionaries’ superintendence. The Maha- 
raja Sindhia of Gwalior intends to erect 
and maintain a lepers’ hospital and to 
oot it entirely into the hands of this mis- 
sion. 

Sir Andrew Wingate said that leprosy 
had appalled mankind in every genera- 
tion, and it should be remembered that 
this plague was not banished from Great 
Britain till about one hundred and fifty 
years ago. Now that railways and steam- 
ers were knitting us in closer communi- 
cation with the east, it was the bounden 
duty of Europeans, if only in self-protec- 
tion, to aid in ridding Asia of the disease. 
In the treatment of leprosy isolation was 
absolutely necessary, but the segrega- 
tion must be as far as possible voluntary. 
In this country, where people had been 
educated to understand the requirements 
of medical science, it was possible to 
adopt a compulsory method: but in. the 
east compulsion was almost sure to lead 
to concealment, and, therefore, become 
dangerous. This society, coming to the 
aid of the government, was successful in 
placing lepers. and their children under 


the best sanitary administration without | 


any compulsion whatever. It was no 
wonder, therefore, that the Indian gov- 
ernment fully appreciated the society's 
value, and felt that lepers could not be 
tréated better than by putting them un- 
der the care of the missionaries. 

The action taken by the Maharaja Sind- 
hia of Gwallor was only another proof 
that our own government was more 
afraid of Christianity than the natives 
were themselves. The mission did far 
more than alleviate the leper’s physical 
suffering—it raised. him from the sense of 
being under the ban of an angry God, 
and it relieved him from the crushing 
feeling that he was the outcast of hu- 
manity. He desired, in conclusion, to ex- 
press the earnest thanks of the mission 
to our brethren and kinsfolk in Canada 
and the United States, whose contribu- 
tions to the work last vear amounted to 
£1,672. No alliance between nations, he 
said, was so strong or so likely to be per- 
manent as when the natidns united in

Floods Prevented And Arid 


Lands Irrigated By Res- 
ervoirs. ~ 


Washington, June 16.—(Special.)—How 
can any storage reservoirs which the gov- 
ernment might build at the 
of the Mississippi or the Missourt 
any part in the dimunition of such 
as the present one, is a question fre- 
quently asked. The high water mark at 
St. Louis has reached over 7 feet above 
the danger line, which means an enormous 
volume of water going by every minute, 
and it may well be questioned whether in 
a hundred years the government could 
build reservoirs with sufficient capacity 
to appreciably mitigate this evil. 

A feature of this flood storage, said Guy 
E. Mitchell, secretary of the National Ir- 
rigation Association, which may not be 
generally understood, but which would 
undoubtedly accomplish the desired re- 
sult, may be termed a “secondary stor- 
age.”’ The water storagé proposition ap- 
plied to the Missouri and, its great tribu- 
taries involves the question of the frri- 
gation of the vast arid domain through 
which these waterg flow. If irrigation 
storage reservoirs were constructed on 
these rivers, it is estimated that as much 
as 30,000,000°acres of present desert land 
would be reclaimed. The principal sea- 
son of growing crops for this area would 
be April, May, June, July and August, 
and the reason that the lands are not 
irrigated at present is that while there 
is plenty of water in the first three 
months, during July and August, when 
water is absolutely necessary to mature 
the crops, these streams are reduced to 
mere threads. 

If the storage reservoirs were built they 
would supply water for this land during 
July and August, during the three pre- 
ceding months that water for this great 
area of land would be drawn directly 
from the streams themselves. By means 
of canals and ditches almost incalculable 
quantities of the flood waters coming 
down during April, May and June, which 
cannot be stored in the reservoirs, would 
be taken out of the rivers and spread upon 
this land which would take it up like a 
spopge, water which would go down thé 
Missouri river and down the Platte river 
and down the Arkansas river into the 
Mississippi and thus add to the flow of the 
torrent there. 

Under such a system of irrigation the 
effect would be the same as though it 
had been possible last week to spread out 
the great flood of the Missouri, the Ar- 
kansas and Platte,and flood millions of 
acres of farming land in Wyoming, Colo- 
rado, Kansas, Nebraska and the Dako- 
tas, thus reducing the flow of --.e lower 
reaches of the Missouri to below the 
a Pogo volume of the water im- 
pounded in storage reservoirs at the head- 
waters of these great rivers and their 
tributaries, and that contained in a net- 
work of Oundreds of miies of irrigation 
cana.s and ditcnes coupled with that ab- 
sorbed by millions of acres of arid land 
would have gone a iong way toward pai- 
liating of preventing Waat will ve known 
as the great flood of lw.

the pernicious habit of using the needle, 
or of taking the stuff internaliy. I have 
who wuvould 
make a snake bite them several] times 
every day, and they simply couldn't get 
along without it. Their energies would 


begin to lag. They would feel drowsy 
and lifeless. By allowing a snake to bite 
them they could relieve this condition. 


The poison would stimulate and buoy up, 
having the same effect a dose of mor- 
phine or cocaine or other kinds of ‘dope’ 
has on persons addicted to its use. Of 
course, they are careful not to: get an 
overdose of poison, always. extracting 
enough of it to keep doWn the dangerous 
consequences of the bite. Often men ad- 
dicted to this ugly practice are forced 
to tantalize and goad the snake up to 
the point of desperation in order to make 
them bite. But they will strike after a 
while. It is an awful thing to even think 
about, isn’t #*? But this world is filled 
with curious things and curious persons, 
and among the wonders of a coarser 
kind is the man who takes the snake fang 
‘hypo.’ ”

Weekly Report of €rop Conditions. 


Washington, June 16.~The weather bu- 
reau’s weekly crop report is as rtollows:
